SACRAMENTO, Jan. 21.—The largest 
and most destructive snowslide ever 
known in the history of the local 
railroads occurred this morning on 
the Upper Soda Springs on the 
Shasta division. 
The road is effect­ 
ually blockaded, and it will probably 
be days before the south-bound Ore­ 
gon express, now at Edge wood, or 
the north-bound at Dunsmuir, will 
proceed on their way. 


If the great slide were the only 
thing that stood in the way a transfer 
might be made over the mountain of 
snow and debris that covers the 
^rack. 
But there are other slides. 


One 
of these is at Delta and the 
other at Costella, and it will take 
much work to remove the mass of 
snow which has fallen at the three 
places. 


At the place where the great slide 
occurred this morning the track runs 
along the Sacramento river, which is 


but a dozen or more feet wide. 
Ris­ 
ing almost perpendicularly on the 
other side of the track is a mountain 
covered with fir trees interspersed 
with immense boulders. 


It was pear the top of this moun- 
tain-that the slide commenced. 
On 
the side of a juttirtg craig a large 
body .of snow had accumulated, the 
weight ot which was rapidly increased 


by a fan of snow seldom seen before 
in thjt locality. 


In addition to the extremely heavy 
fall there was a high wind, which lift­ 
ed the snow in sheets and sent it 
down the mountain side. 
It pilled 
up in immense drifts among the 
trees. Gradually the volume of snow 
on the craig near the crest of the 
mountain, becoming topheavy, suc­ 
cumbed to the pressure and began to 
slide. 


.Slowly at first, it increased in 
speed and volume until at last, well 
under way, 
picking up immense 
bowlders In its course, it rushed down 
the mountain side, tearing everything 
before it 
Trees were cut down like 
straws, and behind the rushing ava­ 
lanche was left a track devoid of 
trees and shrubs. 


At the foot of the mountain the 
avalanche, struck the roadbed, tea r- 
fflg "Pnbuiidreds of feeiof jtrac'k and 
covering the road from twenty to 
sixty /eet deej> 
a^d-dammjigg the 
river so that for several miles below' 


It is still snowing on the Shasta 
division, but the railroad company 
has a large force of men at work and, 
unless another slide occurs, the pas­ 
sengers on the southbound Oregon 


may reach San Francisco by tomor­ 
row night, by climbing over the ice 
mountain which covers the track at 
Soda Springs. 
Owing to the slides 
that have occurred further up the 
track, a number of the plows are 
compelled to work without assis­ 
tance, as other plows cannot come to 
their aid. 
/ 


Had the slide which came down' 
from the mountain at Soda Springs 
stsuck a passenger train the loss of 
life would have been terrible. 
The 
train would have been thrown into 
the river and covered from twenty to 
to sixty feet with snow, ice and up­ 
rooted trees. 
It is not at all likely 
that anyone could have escaped alive. 


Superintendent Cooley says there 
is more snow now on the road above 
Sisson than in the blockade five years 


ago. 
It is eight to ten feet here and 
fifteen to twenty-five at Black Butte 
summit, where the road runs around 
the base of Mount Shasta. 


It is still snowing on the Truckee 
division and the storm is fully equal 
to that of yesterday. 
Train 2 is 
three hours late and 4 is close be­ 
hind it. 
So far no slides have been 
reported on this division since Wrvlxy, 
although there is more snow there 
than has been known for years. 
'

The burden .of 
his argumsnt was for a broad plan on 
which all creeds could meet.

Professor Thomas /R, 
Bacon, of 
the State University, made this state­ 
ment last evening at the Unitarian 
Club dinner, where several university 
professors, ^ninisters and gentlemen 
conspicuous as leaders of thought in 
this ^community were gathered to­ 
gether. 
It was the usual monthly 
dinner at the California Hotel, and 
everybody laughed, although it was 
argued that it was a serious subject 


The theme of the discussion and ad­ 
dress was religious education. 


C. iynffurdock presided. 
He in­ 
troduced as the first speaker Profes­ 
sor L. Barnes of Stanford University, 
who spoke on "Religious Education 
in the Public Schools." 


Professor Barnes declared that 
secularization 
of schools, making 
them absolutely godless, 
was the 
only possible way of solution of the 
question at present, because people 
insist, that no sectarian teaching shall 
be held 
And y et he did not believe 
that the great majority of people de­ 
sire to drive the Christian religion 
out of schools. 
The godless school 
is a kind of compromise. 


"Among California children," said 
he, "a most remarkable ignorance 
exists upon matters of religion, 
suppose 50 per cent of California 
homes have no religious instructions. 


I say 50, though 90 perhaps would 
be nearer the truth. The tendency 
of secularization is to emphasize the 
value of pute intellect. 
The best 
thing in the world is not intellect­ 
uality; it is character." 


His solution would be to; teach 
children of a great dominant power 
and gradually to lead them to spirit 
ujtf ideals while giving them religious 
instruction. 


Then Professor. Bacon delivered 
an address on "Religious Education 
in the University of California." 


He 
said while there was none 
there, strictly speaking, yet instruction 


' could not be given in any department 
of human knowledge 
without im. 
parting religious instruction; it is ab­ 
solutely impossible to teach history*) 
without teaching religion. 
The his­ 
tory of man is the history of religion, 
He , favored the 
establishment of 
church schools, colleges, and semi 
naries on all sides 
of the Uni­ 
versity. 


Dr. 
Horatio Stebbins 
spoke on 
"Theology Among the Liberal Arts, 
stating that theology is a liberal art, 
the first point in which all human 
thoughts focus. 


Professor Kellogg of the Univer 
.sity of California addressed the club
